Ian Campbell, former Dean of Arts at Bishop's University, has been named 


Dean of Arts at Sir George Williams University. 


The announcement was made today by Vice-Principal Academic Dr. J.W. O'Brien 


who had held the position until last year. 


Professor Campbell was born in Ottawa. He is a graduate of Carleton and 
holds a Master of Science (Economics) degree from The London School of 
Economics. He began teaching in 1954 as a political science lecturer at 

the University of Saskatchewan. From 1954-1965 he was with Mount Allison 
University as Assistant Professor of Sociology and, from 1963-65, Director 
of Extension and Director of Public Relations. He was named Dean of the 
Faculty of Arts and Professor of Political Science and Sociology at Bishop's 


in 1965. 


Among his publications are "Marihuana Use by Adolescents and Young Adults," 
"The Family and Small Group Experiences in the Backgrounds of Delinquents," 
and "The Uses of Leisure." He recently received grants from the Canada 


Council and the Office for the Treatment and Study of Alcoholism and Addiction 


of the Government of Quebec for research on drug use by students. 


He has been chairman of the Sherbrooke Regional CEGEP Planning Committee 


(1968-69), First President of the Atlantic Provinces Corrections Associa- 


tion (1963), governor of the Dominion Drama Festival (1964-65), and mayor 


of Sackville, N.B. (1962).
